of Shri Ram Prakash Gupta, Governor of Madhya Pradesh, at 11.33 AM on the 1st May, 2004 
at the AHMS, New Delhi. The death of Shri Ram Prakash Gupta has deprived the country of a 
distinguished freedom fighter and an outstanding public figure. 

2. Bom at Sukuwan Dhukuvan, Distt. Jhansi in Uttar Pradesh on 26th October, 1923, 
Shri Ram Prakash Gupta had a Master’s Degree in Mathematics. He participated in the Indian 
freedom movement in Ballia District in 1942. Shri Gupta was elected to the U.P. Legislative 
Council in 1964. During 1964—66, he served as Deputy Mayor of Luknow Corporation. He 
served as Deputy Chief Minister and Education Minister during 1967-68. He served as Industries 
Minister in U.P. State Government in 1977. He was elected as Member of the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly from Lucknow (Central) constituency in 1993. He was appointed Vice-Chairman, U.P. State 
Planning Commission in 1998. During 1999-2000, he served as Chief Minister of Uttar Pradesh. 
He assumed the charge of Governor of Madhya Pradesh on the 7th May 2003. 

3. Shri Gupta was also an eminent social worker, who made significant contribution to 
social and educational development.
